ROOSEVELT HIRES 
JEROME AND BURNS 
TO PREVENT FRAUD 


Detective Will Have New York 
Polls Watched, and Lawyer 
Will Be Within Call. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Oct. 30.—Col. 
Roosevelt announced today that he had 
retained William Travers Jerome, for- 
mer District Attorney of Manhattan, 
end Detective William J. Burns to look 
out for frauds at the polling places in 
New York State on election day. Burns 
came to Oyster Bay today to take lunch- 
eon with Col. Roosevelt and go over with 
him the plans for election day. 

“I told Burns,” said Col. Roosevelt, 
“that I wanted the polls watched and 
that I wanted any kind of fraud stopped. 
If there should be any fraud on our 
side, I want the guilty persons to be 
prosecuted just as vigorously as any 
others. 

To Prosecute to Limit. 
“IT want the people to understand that 
whatever the outcome of the election, 
We are going to prosecute right up to the 
limit any persons who are guilty of 
frauds and put them behind the bars if 
possible. 

“We are not going to have any repeti- 
tion of the spring primary. In this case 
we have the law behind us.” 

The Colonel said other lawyers would 
work with Jerome. 


“Burns and his men will watch for 
frauds at the polls,”’ the Colonel con- 
tinued, “And the lawyers will be in ac- 
tive consultation with them from now 
on. I asked that Mr. Jérome be en- 
gaged. I did not care whom he was 
supporting; I am not concerned about 
that. My only concern is that the man 
who does wrong shall be caught. I ex- 
pect that frauds will be attempted, but 
I want it understood that those who try 
it will do so at great peril.” - 

Keeps Movements Secret. 

Col. Roosevel departed today for New 
York for his speech in Madison Square 
Garden at night. He kept secret his 
movements in N@w York before his ar- 
rival at the garden, on the advice of his 
physicians, who told him that he must 
avoid crowds. 

“I feel perfectly well,” 
Roosevelt. 

“Aren't you surprised,” he was asked, 
“that in two weeks you have regained 
your strength to such an extent?” 

“No, I am not surprised,” he sald. 
“That's all over now. I have too many 
real cares in the campaign to think 
about that.”

JUDGE PRIEST AND 
FRANGTS REGISTER 
WHILE 200 WAIT 


Commissioner Spencer Takes 
Them Out of Line and Into 
His Private Office. 


OTHERS MAKE A PROTEST 


W. K. Bixby Awaits His Turn— 
Crowd Grows and Another 
Day May Be Needed. 


Whliie more than 200 voters, including 
wealthy men who have been away on 
European journeys and other long va- 
cations, stood in line at the Election 
Commissioners’ office Wednesday morn- 
ing, waiting to register, Commissioner 
R. Perry Spencer escorted David R. 
Francis and Henry.S. Priest from their 


place in the line into his private office. 
Then he took the registration books for 
their precincts from the clerks and en- 
tered their names, so that they could go 
to their offices without further delay. 
‘The favor shown to the two mil- 
lionaires caused complaints froin 
others in the line, especially as the 
books taken by Spencer had been in 
use at the window, and their removal 
checked the work. W. K. Bixby was 
in line an hour and ten minutes be- 
fore he reached the window, and de- 
clined several offers to places farther 
up in,the line, saying he would await 
his turn. Joseph B. Thomas, Repu- 
lican committeeman from the Twenty- 
eighth ward, declaréd Bixby’s time was 
worth as much as that of Francis or 
Priest, and asked, on his own authority, 
that Bixby be privately registered. ‘The 
request was refused, and Thomas then 
complained to the Republican com- 
missioners, Blodgett and Kortjohn. On 
their order, the door leading to the com- 
missioners’ private offices was closed. 
James Gay Butler was obliged to stand 
in line so long that he gave up the at- 
tempt to-register, for the time, and 
left. 
Spencer Explains Action, 
In explanation of his action in the 


eases of Francis and Priest, Spencer 


later gave the following written state- 
ment to the press: 

‘T registered in my private office, Gov. 
Lon V. Stephens, Gov. D. R. Francis, 
who was leaving the city on a noon 
train; Warwick M. Hough, W. Lione! 
Chambers, who was leaving for Jef- 
ferson City; a Mr. O’Connell, at the re- 
quest of Charles J. Joy; Judgé H. S. 
Priest and his son, George S. Priest, 
and one or. two others. 

“T was under some obligations to each 
of these gentlemen. I did not interfere 
with the regular registration, and if 
anyone does not Hike what I did, he can 
make the most of it. I also registered 
one blind man and one sick man.”’

(‘in the corridor—the registration of sev- 


eral West End wards having been ar- 
ranged for there as there was not suf- 
ficient room in the main office to ac- 
eommodate the large crowd—were Ben 
F. Gray Jr. of the Hospital Board, who 
recently returned from an extended vis- 
it to California; Cyrus P. Walbridge, 
Thomas Buckland, City Chemist; Frank 
P. Crunden, Dr. G. A. Jordan and I, H. 
Sawyer. 
A. D. Brown in Dilemma. 

A. D. Brown, who has spent severa! 
months touring Europe and the Holy 
Land, was in a quandary because he 
could find no one from his own pre- 
cinct who could make the affidavit, re- 
quired by law, that he had been more 
than 50 milee from the city at the time 
of the August registration. 

At noon the crowd was growing so 
rapidly that there was doubt whether 
the enrollment could be concluded by 
10 p. m. If this is found impossible, it 
was stated, the Board will pass a reso- 
lution extending the supplementary reg- 
istration time over Thursday.

Post-Dispatch Arranges for Full 
Bulletins and Concert by 
the Marine Band. 


NO TICKETS ARE REQUIRED 


Free Matinee for Teachers and 
Pupils—Three Outdoor Dis- 
plays in Addition. 


“Ten thousand St. Louisans, guests of 
the Post-Dispatch in the Coliseum next 


Tuesday night, will read the most 
prompt &nd complete returns furnished 
anywhere in St. Louis of the results of 
the national, State and city elections. 
They also will hear, free of charge, a 
full concert progr by the famous 
United States Mari and, the ‘‘Presi- 
dent’s Own’ musical organization, and 
will enjoy. a moving picture show in the 
interval between bulletins. 

Many thousands more, in 8t. Louis 
and East St. Louis, will see bulletins 
and moving pictures which the Post- 
Dispatch will display outdoors at three 
places—in front of the Coliseum, in 
front of the Post-Dispatch office on 
Broadway and at the Arcade Building 
in East St. Louis. 

The interest of the occasion will be 
heightened by the presence, in boxes, 
of public officials, party committeemen 
and well-known ministers and educa- 
tors, who will get their first informa- 
tion on the election results from the 
Post-Dispatch bulletins. These will be 
flashed on a huge screen in letters large 
enough to be read in all sections of the 
building. 

Doors Will Open at 7 P. M. 

Except for the boxes, which will be 
reserved for these invited guests, ad- 
mission to all parts of the house will 
be free. In filling the arena, or ground 
floor, preference will be given to women 
with escorts, but no arena seats will be 
held vacant after the rest of the house 
has been filled. The doors of the main 
entrance on Washington avenue, which 
will admit to all parts of the building, 
will open at 7 p. m. The concert will 
begin at 8:30. 

The Post-Dispatch several weeks ago, 
in forming plans for the presentation of 
election -returns to the public, deter- 
mined to engage the Coliseum. It then 
learned that the Coliseum already had 
been engaged for a concert on eléction 
night by the United States Marine 
Band. The Post-Dispatch took over the 
band concert in order to get the Coli- 
seum and thus will give the public 
free what would otherwise have 
been a regular paid admission con- 
cert. It also took over the mati- 
nee concert, and this concert,  be- 
ginning at 4 p. m. next Tuesday, will 
be free to the pupils of the public and 
parochial high schools and the seventh 
and eight grade pupils of public and 
parochial schools, with their teachers. 

Congressmen Asked Tour. 

Last July, before the adjournment of 
Congress, nine Senators and nine Rep- 
resentatives addressed a letter to Presi- 
dent Taft asking that the band be’ per- 
mitted to make a concert tour for seven 
or eight weeks, beginning Sept. 23. 

The signers of the petition were Rep- 
resentatives Rodenberg of Illinois, Ken- 
dall and Prouty of Iowa, Kent of Cali- 
fdrnia, Brown of West Virginia, War- 
burton of Washington, Longworth of 
Ohio, Martin of Colorado and Smith of 
Michigan, Senators Cullom of Illinois, 
Chamberlain of Oregon, Poindexter of 
Washington, Clark of Wyoming, Clapp 
of Minnesota, Burton of Ohio, Works 
of California, Bradley of Kentucky and 
Fall of New Mexico. 

The band made a tour of the South- 
ern States in the fall of 191. It has 
not made ‘a general Western tour for 
10 years, and its last appearance in St. 
Louis was at the official opening of the 
World’s Fair tn 1903, a year in advance 
of the actual opening. 


Union Committee Protests Against 
Marine Band. 
Owen Miller, president of St. Louis 


Local, No. 2, of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians, sent a telegram Tues- 
day afternoon to Secretary of the Navy 
Meyer, protesting, on behalf of the 
union, against the appearance of the 
United States Marine Band at the Coli- 
seum on election night, in connection 
with the Post-Dispatch free bulletin 
and moving picture exhibition. The tele- 
gram stated that “such use of the band 
is in unfair competition to civilian mu- 
sicians.”’ 

The Executive Committee of the unto 
met Wednesday morning at the head- 
quarters, 358 Pine street, and passed a 
resolution declaring that the Marie 
Band was “notoriously unfair’ to civil- 
ian musicians. The resolution cited in- 
stances in which, it was stated, mem- 
bers of the band had acted as “strike 
breakers” during difficulties between 
Washington union musicians and thelr 
employers. This action in one case, the 
resolution states, was denounced by 
President Roosevelt as infamous. Tho 
resolution declared that the band was 
paid for by all the people, and should 
not be used “to boost the circulation of 
@ newspaper, or any other private buai- 


ness enterprise.” 





Congressman 1s Found Dead. 
Di ecg get N. ¥., Oct. 2. 
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St. Louisan Sails 400 or 500 
Miles Northeast’ of Mos- 
cow, Covering 1650 Miles 
in More Than 48 Hours— 
Watts of Kansas City 
Still Unheard From. 


BERLIN, Oct. 30.—The American bal- 
loon, Uncle Sam, piloted by H. BE. Hon- 
eywell of St. Louis, in the Gordon Ben- 
ett cup race, landed at 6:30 last even-| 
ing at Zapadnaya, on the Duina River, 
Russia, between 400 and 500 miles to the 
northeast of Moscow, thus beating the 
record established by the French bal- 
loon Picardie, which came down 110 
miles southeast of Moscow. 


The dis-} 














tance made by the French balloon was 
1864 miles, five furlongs. Honeywell's 
distance will measure about 1650 miles, 
a new world’s record. 

The French balloon Bearn, piloted by 
G. Blanchet, landed at Lublin, Russia. 
The aeronaut was arrested. 

There is no indication of the where- 
abouts of the Duesseldorf, piloted by 
John Watts for the Kansas City Aero 
Club, which in any case has been barred 
by the committee from taking a prize 
because the bag was inflated after sun- 
set, thus giving greater carrying power. 
Watts’ balloon, which he brought from 
Kansas City, exploded just before the 
start of the race at Stuttgart Sunday, 
and the Duesseldorf was given to him. 
It had been intended for a French pi- 
lot, who was to sail in place of Lieut. 
Hans Gericke, who last week was killed 
with his aid in a tnree-mile fal] from 
his balloon after an explosion in a 
storm. The French substitute was ruled 
out. 

When the Picardie, piloted by Maurize 
Bienaime and Aid Rampelmayer, landed 
at Ryazan, Russia, yesterday, after a 
trip of 46 hours, it had beaten the pre- 
vious world’s record of 1211 miles hel:! 
by Emile Dubonnett of France. 

The English balloon Honeymoon, pi- 
loted by Jean de Francia, landed yes- 
terday at Brisse, Hungary. 

Four of the balloons still had not re- 
ported at 6 p. m. today. 

The four ballons still unreported are 
believed to have landed in inaccessible 
places. The Duesseldorf, with John 
Watts of Kansas City as pilot, may still 
be in the air, as it was said to have 

a greater lifting power than any other, 
he to have been equipped for a long 
journey. It is not a contestant. 

Of the others, tne Belgium balloon 
Minckelers, piloted by F. Gerard, landed 
Monday night at Alexandrovsk, in Cour: 
land, Russia, having covered 1250 kilo- 
meters (777 miles); Reichfluzxerein, pi- 
loted by Dr. Broeckelmann, Germany, 
covered more than 1200 kilometers.

The fire, of unexplained origin, 
started at 4:30 a. m., and the nine 
nuns in the asylum immediately be- 
gan arousing the 87 children in their 
care. The children ranged in age 
from two to twelve years. Most of the 
babies were carried out and the 
others were collected and marched 
to the fire escapes. The flame* 
spread rapidly and some of the chil- 
dren were unable to escape that way 
and jumped into life nets spread by 
firemen. 


Four Perish in the eg 
Mother Mary of the Cross, Mother 


Superior and Mother Francis Pasteur 
and Sisters Peter Claver Stein and 
Leacadia Nolan remained in the build- 
ing until the walls began to crumble 
and fall. They refused to seek safety 
until assured all the children they 
could reach were safe, and they were 
swallowed up by the flames. 

Sister Monica Montez lost her life 
by jumping. After a number of chil- 
dren had been led to the fire escapes 
on the west side of the blazing build- 
ing, she returned to take a last look 
in the dormitory. Her escape was 
cut off by a burst of flame, but “he 
made her way to the east side, where 
firemen stood below with a net 
spread. She leaped, but missed the 
net. Death was instantaneous. 

The death of the Mother Supertor, 
Mary of the Cross, was the sequel to 
a demonstration of remarkable courage. 
She returned to the burning dormitory 
when she heard the cry of a child who 
had been overlooked. A few moments 
later she appeared at a window in the 
front of the building with a baby in her 
arms. 

Fire Chief Wright tried to save her. A 
ladder was placed against the unsteady 
wall and the Chief scaled it, but be- 
fore he reached her the Mother Superior, 
with the child, fell back into the flames. 

Sister Kostka, in jumping from a 
fourth-floor window to reach a life net, 
lost her balance. Her body struck the 
railing on the second story. Her back 
was broken and she was burned severe- 
ly. She died several hours afterward.

Hall told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday afternoon that the position of 
chairman of the Censorship Board will 
be offered to Ben F. Blewett, superin- 
tendent of public schools, if the bill 
now being drawn up by City Counselor 
Walther is approved by the Assembly. 
“Other cities have censorship boards, 
end they have done a great deal of 
good,”” said Hall. “I am an experienced 
man of the world, but I have seen 
things in picture shows here which 
made me blush. I have seen things 
which-I would not want my children to 
see. There is a National Board of Cen- 
sorship, but I do not think it draws 
the line finely enough. 

World Rar Crime Scenes, 
“In the interest of the growing gener- 
ation the picture shows should be kept 
clean and wholesome. Some of the pic- 
tures are all right. Pictures of Wash- 
ington crossing the Delaware, or Pat- 
rick Henry and John Hancock signing 
the Declaration of Independence have 
great educational. value. But pictures 
showing violent crimes should be barred 
along with those which are vulgarly 
suggestive. 
“My idea would be to have a board 
of three censors consisting of a mem- 
ber of the Council, a member of the 
House of Delegates and an. outsider. 
Mr. Blewett, Mr. Gundlach, president of 
the Council, and Mr. Ebrecht of the 
House would make a splendid board of 
censors. 
“Regular theaters where vaudeville is 
shown would be required to file each 
week's program in advance with the 
City Register. Then if there were any 
complaint about an act the censors 
would go to the theater and see it and 
decide whether it must be eliminated 
or toned down. The penalty for: dis- 
obeying orders from the censors would 
be a fine for the first offense, a larger 
fine for the second and a forfeiture of 
the theater’s license for the third. 

Easy to Censor Pictures. 
“In the case of picture shows it would 
rarely be necessary for the censors to 
visit the theaters. They would view 
the pictures in the display rooms of 
the film companies before the films were 
distributed. There are five of these 
companies in St. Louis. All have ex- 
hibition rooms whére they show their 
pictures to prospective purchasers. It 
would not be much of a hardship for 
them to let the censors Nave the first 
look. 
“Our board would keep in touch with 
similar bodies in other cities and in 
this way would keep posted on _ the 
character of virtually every vaudeville 
act on the road and every picture film 
in general circulation. Many members 
of the Assembly have told me they fa- 
vor the censorship, and I feel certain 
the bill will pass.”’

The Turks 
stopped the crusaders on this same field, 
and Richard the Lion Heart pitched his 
camp there. 
Constantinople Confident. 

In Constantinople the feeling of con- 
fidence is reviving. It is believed that 
the war minister has at last assumed 
the offensive. But this is by no means 
certain, as the battle may have been 
forced upon him. : 

Sofia dispatches indicate a continued 
forward movement of the Bulgarians, 
but give no details. There is still no 
confirmation of the reported capture of 
Lule Burgas, Demotica and Drema. The 
Bulgarians are still fighting in the direc-. 
‘jon of Visa in pursuance of their plan 
to advance to the extreme east in the 
direction of Constantinople. 

Saloniki in Perfil. 

The Greeks also are maching, with vic- 
tories to their credit, toward Saloniki 
where a feeling of anxiety is said to pre- 
vail and provisions are running short. 
The fact that no apparent effort is be- 
ing made to stem the Greek advance to 
Salonika is held to indicate that the bulk 
of Turkey’s army there has been trans- 
ferred to Thrace. 

No recent information has been re- 
ceived of the operations around Scutari 
or other points to the west, and Sofia 
today observed a significant silence. 

Diplome tic activities continue in Lon- 
don. The Prime Minister, Mr. Asquith, 
had an audience with the King today. 
No formal action has been taken or is 
likely to be taken until the result of the 
great battle is known. —

When the ambu- 
lance corps finally came up they found 
that those whom -the bullets had not 
killed outright were in the last agonies, 
having had eyes gouged out, noses and 
ears cut off and bodies ripped with 
knives by the Turkish irregulars. 
When, after several repulses; and in 
the face of heavy losses, the Bulgari- 
ans took the vineyards at the bayonet’s 
point, the Turks defended every inch 
with the utmost stubborness. Axes, 
scimetars,. knives, rifle butts and even 
bare knuckles and teeth were the waa- 
pons.. The “ambulance corps found 
more than one Bulgarian with his neck 
bitten through by . some -tribesman. 
Many other Bulgarian soldiers had been 
impaled by the Kufds.

‘'he Taft boast that tariff protection means 
more money for the American workingman is 
easily punctured by a moment’s reflection. 

Fortunately, not all of America’s workingmen 
are working for the protected trusts. By far the 
greater number of working people are engaged 
fn independent crafts and occupations in no way 
related to the tariff. 

For examples, the plumbers and gasfitters, 
who receive $5.30 a day; the plasterers, who re- 
ceive $6; the railroad engineers, who average 
$0.50; the firemen, who average $4.10; the brick- 
layers, who make $5.60; the structural iron 
workers, electricians, printers and numerous 
others who average above $5 a day, the carpen- 
ters, joiners, stonemasons, clerks, motormen, 
conductors, moving picture operators, musicians, 
mati carriers, bartenders, cooks, waiters and oth- 
ers. who earn good wages receive not one cent 
from a protected industry. 

But the protected industry, usually a monopoly, 
which the tariff enables to fix prices, does 
lessen the purchasing power of all wages. It 
cheats the consumer who must pay monopoly 
prices for his necessaries. 

On the other hand, all of the pauper labor ever 
actually imported into the United States was 
brought in by a protected industry or a privi- 
leged monopoly. The protected monopolies have 
a monopoly on pauper labor. The strikes of the 
past decade have borne eloquent witness to the 
fact that the least-paid labor in the United 
States, in the mines and in the mills, is enslaved 
to the same great trusts which levy upon the 
best-paid labor in its capacity of consumer.

There was a vital difference between the Post- 
Dispatch and Attorney-General Major on the tax 
question. We do not abate one jot of ou 
criticism of the Attorney-General’s record as a 
member of the State Board of Equalization. We 
think he was wrong in his attitude on the pro- 
posal to equalize assessments throughout the 
State. ’ 

But we have hope. for the future. The prac- 
tical certainty of Mr. Major’s election—his op- 
ponents are 10 better than he is—gives special 
importance to his present attitude toward the 
legislative reforms needed by the people of Mis- 
souri. It is gratifying to find an open mind in the 
Democratic candidate for the governorship and 
an apparent desire to co-operate with progres- 
sive forces and to promote progressive measures. 
In Mr. Major’s message to Missouri Democrats 
are several definite pledges with regard to im- 
portant reforms. They are included in the fol- 
lowing excerpt:

The agricultural interests. as well 
as those of the business man and the manu- 
facturer, must be conserved. We favor a fair 
and just assessment of all property, so as to 
avold the placing of undue burdens of taxa- 
tion upon any class. 

There are other subjects that require -legisla- 

tion. St. Louis wants a reform of the police and 
Justice of the. Peace Courts by the creation of 
a municipal courts bill. The next Governor 
should help St. Louis to obtain her special need- 
ed reforms. In the event of the defeat of the 
modified single tax proposal Mr. Major could not 
do better than advocate an amendment separat- 
ing State and local taxation. This could remove 
the vexed question of equglizing assessments on 
general property for State purposes and would lo- 
calize tax reform proposals and controversies. 
, We shall expect of Mr. Major—or any of his 
opponents, should one of tnem win by chance— 
a faithful performance of his pledges. Accepting 
them in good faith the Post-Dispatch will de- 
mand their fulfillment in good taith.

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TRUST PROSPERITY AND PAUPER LABOR. 
"fhe Taft boast that tariff protection means 
more money for the American workingman is 
easily punctured by a moment’s reflection. 

Fortunately, not all of America’s workingmen 
gre working for the protected trusts. By far the 
greater number of working people are engaged 
fn independent crafts and occupations in no way 
related to the tariff. 


For examples, the plumbers and gasfitters, 


who receive $5.30 a day; the plasterers, who re- 
ceive $6; the railroad engineers, who average 
$6.50; the firemen, who average $4.10; the brick- 
. Jayers, who make $5.60; the structural iron 
workers, electricians, printers and numerous 
others who average above $5 a day, the carpen- 
ters, joiners, stonemasons, clerks, motormen, 
conductors, moving picture operators, musicians, 
mail carriers, bartenders, cooks, waiters and oth- 
ers. who earn good wages receive not one cent 
from a protected industry. 

But the protected industry, usually a monopoly, 
which the tariff enables to fix prices, does 
lessen the purchasing power of all wages. It 
cheats the consumer who must pay monopoly 
prices for his necessaries. 

On the other hand, all of the pauper labor ever 
actually imported into the United States was 
brought in by a protected industry or a privi- 
leged monopoly. The protected monopolies have 
a monopoly on pauper labor. The strikes of the 
past decade have borne eloquent witness to the 
fact that the least-paid labor in the United 
States, in the mines and in the mills, is enslaved 
to the same great trusts which levy upon the 
best-paid labor in its capacity of consumer. 

The great mass of independent wage earners 
owe nothing to the protected trusts, but the 
protected trusts owe the bulk of their prosperity 
to the pendent wage earners. 

The ‘Weawes Between the practices if not 
the theories of the Red Cross and Red Crescent 
organization will cause many to credit reports

But we have hope for the future. The prac- 
tical certainty of Mr. Major's election—his op- 
ponents are 10 better than he is—gives special 
importance to his present attitude toward the 
legislative reforms needed by the people of Mis- 
souri.

There are other subjects that require legisla- 

tion. St. Louis wants a reform of the police and 
Justice of the. Peace Courts by the creation of 
a municipal courts bill. The next Governor 
should help St. Louis to obtain her special need- 
ed reforms. In the event of the defeat of the 
modified single tax proposal Mr. Major could not 
do better than advocate an amendment separat- 
ing State and local taxation. This could remove 
the vexed question of equglizing assessments on 
general property for State purposes and would lo- 
calize tax reform proposals and controversies. 
, We shall expect of Mr. Major—or any of his 
opponents, should one of tnem win by chance— 
a faithful performance of his pledges. Accepting 
them in good faith the Post-Dispatch will de- 
mand their fulfillment in good taith.

MILE RATE IS WANTED 


Pointed Out That Short Haul 
Clause Would Increase Pres- 
ent Tiriff on Coal.

Edward D. Bell, superintendent of the 


St. Louis Electric Terminal Railway Co., 
the St. Louis end of the McKinley sys- 
fem, told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
aay that the removal of the arbitrary 
and the substitution of a mileage rate 
would not, in his opinion, satisfy the 
ebjecting councilmen. He said that un- 
der his construction of the company’s 
franchise {t would be entitled to charge 
22 or 23 cents a ton for coal hauled from 
Venice over the bridge from Venice to 
St. Louis, instead of the present 20-cent 
arbitrary charge. The company is offer- 
ing to reduce the arbitrary to 10 cents 
if the switch bill passes. 
What the Francise Provides. 

The company's franchise in St. Louis 
states that it shall charge no more than 
a mileage rate over the bridge, the rai 
to be that charged by the McKinley 
System. As the McKinley lines are al: 
in Dlinois, Bell takes this to mean thut 
the rates established by the [Illinois 
State Railroad Commission shall be the 
standard. Under these rates, a charge 
of 23 cents for a short haul of two 
miles is permitted. The hauling of coai 
tuto St. Louis would come under this 
provision, he believes. 

President Gundlach of the Council, 
when told of this contention, said the 
McKinley franchise pequired the com- 
pany to charge over the bridge, .he 
rate it was actually cnarging elsewhere, 
and not the rate it might, under some 
strained construction of ‘llinois ‘aw, 
possible charge. The rate charged for 
hauling coal by the McKinley line in 
Illinois, he said, is about 1 2-5 cents a 
mile, and while the Counci] would sre- 
fer to have the rate the same on both 
sides of the river, it would not object 
seriously to such a small difference. 

Will Fight Any Arbitrary. 

Chairman Evers of the Railroad Com- 
mittee said he was determined not to 
consent to any arrangement which 
would leave the McKinley bridge arbi- 
trary in force.
